This editorial waste basket Is always jammed 
full of junk that continually comes through the 
mail, sent by every conceivable idiot that has so 
far escaped being caught up with an confined 
in an asylum, as he ought to be. It is perfectly 
wonderful how many people there are running 
loose who are possessed with the ‘idea that they 
are born to rule the universe and tell everybody 
else just what ought to be done, and in every 
instance such simps use up good paper and ink 
and stamps trying to get free advertise- 
ment and notoriety ,from the newspapers, We 
are going to take to giving such public nuisances 
some free advertisements and notoriety that they 
are not looking for and will not relish, 

One is at hand as this is being written, from a 
league formed for the purpose of educating the 
people and creating public sentiment in favor 
of a weekly rest day law. 

Any law-abiding citizen of this state, or any 
other state, who attends to his own business, 
supports his family and pays his just debts has 
a right to rest as many days a week as he can 
afford and wants to, pick out the particular days 
for himself and, work any other day, or all 
days, as may best suit his pleasure, and he 
doesn’t need a jaundiced-eyed fanatic or zeenut- 
headed politician to tell him anything about it 
whatever. The state has no more right to pick 
out a day of rest for its citizens than it has to 
pick out certain nights and say he shall toil 
instead of sleeping. It has just as much right 
to say when a man shall go to bed and when 
he shall get up as to say when he shall work 
and when he shall rest. As far as this scribe 
is concerned, he proposes to work as much or 
little as he chooses and rest whenever he is 
lucky enough to get a chance, molly-cooddles 
and political pee-wees to the contrary notwith- 
standing. 

It is class legislation from A to Z and as 
rank a patchwork of freak folderol as was ever 
hatched in the morbid imagination of a dis- 
ordered mentality If it was submitted to the 
people 90 per cent of them would vote against 
it. It is a wobbly-pated, club-footed, politico- 
religious, monstrosity, conceived in iniquity, 
sired by a freak and damned by everybody with 
the sense of a shrimp. 

And we do not wish to be understood as 
being against either a weekly rest day or the 
proper observance of the Sabbath, either. A 
day of rest once a week is necessary and bene- 
ficial, and it is well to take Sunday for it, as a 
big majority do, and to have respect for other 
people’s feetings and their religion, and all that, 
but to say that it is wrong or wicked for us to 
write these editorials on Sunday and yet all 
right for some bat-nused and blear-eyed barten- 
der to deal out near beer booze on the Sabbath 
day is a rank hypocrisy born of stupidity and 
deserving of nothing less than a swift kick with 
stoga boots loaded with feet.

was lynched Tuesday night. Police, 
National Guardsmen and former 
soldiers searched vainly for several 
hours for the man who fired the 
shot. Paxtton was not hit. 

Police today said that in Eugene 
Barnette, who was arrested at Men- 
dota, Wash., near here, yesterday 
by former service men, they had 
one of the I. W. W. ringleaders. 
Barnette, they charged, did not 
shoot on the-marching soldiers from 
the downttown buildings, but fired 
from a hillside not far from the 
scene of the attack. 

During the night the state troops, 
former soldiers and police brought 
in more alleged I. W. W.’s making 
a total of over thirty held at the 
city jail here and the county jail 
at Chehalis, Wash.
